WEEKLY LETTER 


The Station root cellar is a 
point of interest at this season 
of the year. Carrots, beetst and 
parsnips found in the cellar 
are buried in moist sand to 
keep them fresh and the cab¬ 
bages are stored on shelves in 
single layers to allow f ree circul 
ation of air around each head. 

None of the squash, pumpkin or 
onions are stored in the root 
cellar since these all need a 
higher temperature and per¬ 
haps drier air for winter keep¬ 
ing. Part of last year’s crop of 
these vegetables were stored 
near the furnace room in the 
basement of one of the fai m 
houses and the balance in the 
attic directly above the kitchen 
stove of another. Where a large 
crop of onions must be handled 
it is necessary to provide spec¬ 
ial drying space in an attic or 
barn, but small lots can b? ti d 
up in bunches and hung from 
the ceiling. 

It is the practice at the Stat¬ 
ion to raise our own jvegetrM" 
seed with biennial plants such 
as roots, cabbage, etc. The best for dr 
plants are selected and preser¬ 
ved until spring when they an 
set out in the garden for seed land 
production.
